jnew American-Canadian 
force of super-specialists in 
offensive warfare. 

The new unit, designated the 
| Ist Special Service Force, was 
| described as a unique combat 
unit composed of specially-quali- 
fied men skilled in all offensive 
operations, including marine 
landings and mountain and desert 
warfare. 

The super-commando force will 
operate directly under direction of 
the United States deputy chief of 
staff, Lt.-Gen. Joseph T. McNarney. 
A training camp has been estab- 
| lished at Helena, Mont., with Col.

SAME UNIFORM 

The Canadian contingent will be 
the first to serve as a part of a 
United States army unit, Patterson 
said. Canadian officers are already 
helping form the outfit. Canadians 
and Americans will wear the same 
uniform. 

Patterson also announced a group 
of six Canadian officers and 20 non- 
commissioned officers have arrived 
at Fort Benning, Ga., to train as | 
parachute instructors for Canadian 
parachute troops. 

(However, at Fort Benning the 
public relations officer, Capt. Ham- 
mergren, said the Canadians had 
not yet arrived at that training) 
camp and were not expected until 
about Aug. 14.) 

He further disclosed the forma- 
tion of the first two of an undis- 
closed number of entire divisions 
of United States infantry to move 
to a battle front by air. 

The 82nd and 101st Infantry Divi- 
sions at Camp Clairborne, La., will 
be the first of the air-borne units, 
which will be streamlined down to 
a strength of about 8,000 men each. 
All their weapons and equipment 
will be moved by planes and glid- 
ers. 

In action, the air-borne divisions 
will fight as infantry after the man- 
ner of similar German army divi- 
sions.

THREE ESCAPE 


Three of the four miners who es- 
caped from No. 9 panel, where the

SECOND MAJOR TRAGEDY 


This is the second major tragedy 
to occur in an Alberta mine in less 
than a year, 

On October 31, 1941, 29 miners 
lost their lives in an explosion in 
the Brazeau Collieries Ltd. coal 
mine at Nordegg, Alta. This was 
|the second worst disaster in the 
history of the coal mistng industry 
in Alberta. Two other major disas- 
| ters occurred at Hillcrest in 1914 
| when 189 men were killed, and at 
Bellevue in 1911 when 31 men lost 
their lives. 

On December 31, 1939, three 
miners fell victims to methane gas 
at the Cadomin coal * mine, six 
others escaping with their lives,

Declaring that Mohandas K 
Gandhi has asked the British gov- 
ernment to walk out of India and 
let the people settle their differ- 
ences—even if it meant chaos and 


would really be the result. 

“All government based on the 
existing constitution would immed- 
iately cease. There would be no 
viceroy, no executive council, no 
legislative assembly and no civil 
service with any legal authority. 

“Governors of 
cease to function and so would all 
provincial government and legis- 
latures, There would be no au- 
thority to collect revenue and no 
money to pay for any government 
service. 

“The police would cease to have 
any authority, courts of justice 
would no longer function and 
there would be no laws and no 
order, The evil-minded could 
pillage the land and disorder and 
crime could run riot.”

I don't believe any of us accepted the invitation, but 
that is beside the point. The point is that, when he 
first saw us after Saint Jean de Luz, he looked 
dumbfounded. “But you didn’t get off here?” he 
almost spat, and never addressed a remark to us 
Apparently he had believed us to be Americans. 
But that was an isolated case. Otherwise we 
were treated exactly as before. Even the captain 


ran true to his sadistic form—promised us a sort of, 


gala captain's dinner for our last night on the 
Dresden—which, needless to say, didn’t materialize. 


HAMBURG HORRORS 


Leaving Saint Jean de Luz, in the very early 
hours of May 21, we were accompanied by two 
minesweepers which flanked us all the way up to 
the mouth of the Gironde, As I look at my “time- 
table” and realize that this part of the trip took 
only one day I can hardly believe it. It was the 
longest day I have ever spent. Our accommodation 
improved with the space left by the Americans 
All women graduated to “cabin-class"—two of us 
actually had a cabin and bathroom to ourselves! 
And the men moved up from the hold to our former 
dormitories, with at least one bathroom allocated 
to ‘their use. But our spirits were low and our 
nerves were frayed and when, twice during that day, 
the accompanying minesweepers dropped depth 
charges without warning, our reaction was definitely 
unworthy of British tradition. We jumped, we shook 
in our shoes—and the German sailors laughed. 

Sometime in the afternoon of that interminable 
day, panic gripped us when we thought we had 
passed the mouth of the Gironde. By our amateur 
navigator’s reckoning wé must have. And that to us 
‘meant only one thing: Bordeaux was not our destina- 
tion, just another white lie. But where then could 
we go’ With spirits sinking to yet a lower ebb, we 
envisaged Hamburg. But surely the Germans would 
not be such fools as to run the gauntlet of the 
Channel? Quite right—they wouldnt. We were, 
after all, in the mouth of the Gironde without real- 
izing, it being much wider than any of us had 
known 

It is amusing to look back on such moments— 
though anything but at the time! — and to see how 
our perspectives changed. That morning we had 
left Saint Jean dé Luz with indignation in our hearts 
at the prospect of Bordeaux. By evening Bordeaux 
was the mecca of all hopes and Hamburg a night- 
mare thought 

As we came slowly into the Gironde, we were 
met. Three ships came out to welcome us—of the 
destroyer and minesweeper class. These, with the 


line and steamed past us. As each one came abreast 
of our bridge, their crews hailed the Dresden’s cap- 
tain, assembled there with his officers to take the 
salute. Germany was doing honor to his magnificent 
feat of successfully running the British blockade— 
and 1 guess he deserved it! 

Soon after, we anchored for the night. So gloomy 
had our mental outlook grown that, the next morn- 
ing, when we started again, we thought for the first 
quarter of ag hour or more that we were moving 
out to sea. Again the dark thought of Hamburg 
loomed. Again our nerves, or something, had be- 
trayed us—and about noon we reached Bordeaux 


MORALE REMAINS GOOD 

Here the Dresden capiain was paid further 
homage. Several military and naval officials, in- 
cluding one of admiral’s rank, came aboard, Cap- 
tain and crew were assembled. many Nazi salutes 
exchanged, the captain’s hand warmly shaken by 
the admiral, and the crew addressed by the latter 
in a half hour's speech, little of which we under- 
stood except that he was commending them to fur- 
ther effort for the Fatherland. 

In the meantime we were once more ready, as 
we had been at Saint Jean de Luz, dressed in our 
best to get off the ship. But the order came about 
5 o'clock that we would not disembark until morn- 
ing. We were a pretty desolate lot, that last evening 
on the Dresden. We women still had some hope for 
the future, but I believe most of us felt that more 
of the men were for it than just the Zamzam's 
officers and crew and the three young single men. 
And for women who had husbands aboard, those 
were sad hours, Still, the outward morale at least 
was good—and people sat about playing chess and 
Chinese checkers until a late hour. I can remember 
talking to our Zamzam captain. He was putting a 
brave face on his personal outlook. The master of 
the Dresden had assured him of special recom- 
mendation and he was looking forward to being on 
parole in some small town, possibly in France, and 
doing civilian office work on captain’s pay. Once 
again, gullibility or foolish optimism, or whatever 
you want to call it, proved misplaced 

The next morning, with little ceremony, we were 
ushered off the Dresden. We were on German- 
occupied terra firma, where a cortege of military 
police waited to escort us to busses, one for the 
women, several for the men. As our bus moved off 
first, the wives gave a last anxious wave to their 
husbands, Nobody had told us, and we had no idea 
where we were going.

Rigid Economy 
For Business 
On Bonus Rise 


By JACK WILLIAMS 

OTTAWA, Aug. 6—(CP)—A 
widespread extension of the sim- 
plified practice plan instituted by 
the Wartime Prices and Trade 
Board is expected to be adopted 
by manufacturers and other busi- 
hess men to help meet increased 
outlays on cost-of-living bonuses. 


Board officials are known to be

determined that the increased 
bonus shall not result in wholesale | 
puncturing of Canada’s general 


price ceiling, Vet employers are go- 
ing to have to pay out well over! 
$1,000,000 extra in wages every week 
to meet bonus increases and new 
bonuses resulting from a higher 
| cost-of-living index. 

The extra bonus payments occas- 
ioned by a 3.4-point increase in the 
cost-of-living index since last Octo- 
ber amounts to 60 cents a week for 
each employee, except those earn 
ing less than $25 a week who are 
paid an extra amount equivalent to 
2.4 per cent of their earnings 


SOME SUBSIDIES 


Some of this extra cost may be 
met by government subsidies but 
it is already evident that the gov- 
ernment has no intention of paying 
subsidies unless all possible econo- 
mies have been effected in busi- 
nesses placed in a difficult position 
by increased costs and ceiling 
prices. 

The simplified business practice 
plan is expected to be the first 
thing business men will be told to | 
turn to in an effort to meet higher | 
labor costs. 

One example of simplified prac- 
tice is the elimination of a num- 
ber of buttons from men’s suits. 
This will result, it is estimated, 
in a saving of 20,000,000 buttons a 
year, reducing both labor and 
material costs and making 100,000 
pounds of bakelite, casein plastic 
or vegetable ivory available for 
airplane manufacture. 

By packing six pair of hose in- 
stead of three in a box, hosiery | 
manufacturers have made a saving | 
of 2 1-3 cents on a dozen pairs of 
hose. Elimination of cellophane en- | 

velopes and wraps has resulted in 
a saving of more than 11% cents a 
dozen. 

Almost 150 simplification-stand- | 
ardization orders have resulted 
from the first six months’ activities | 
of the Wartime Prices and Trade 
| Board's division of simplified prac- | 
tice. 


LOGICAL DEVELOPMENT 

Close to 1,000 executives have

LONDON, Aug. 6. 
(BUP) Royal Air Force 
and Canadian pilots who 
have gone up against the 
Focke-Wulf-190 haven't any 
illusions about the capabili- 
ties of this newest of Ger- 
man fighter planes. It is 
tough and able, so far ahead 
of the famous Messerschmitt 
110 that the latter seems ob- 


solete in comparison. 

It is the latest thing Germany 
has developed to combat the 
growing power of the R.A.F., but 
the British Spitfire with its Rolls- 


Royce Merlin motor is at least 
its equal, 
The air ministry has forbidden 


pilots to discuss the relative merits 
of these two sky fighters, each the 
mainstay of its nation’s destroyer 
group, but British pilots in “battle 
reports” have stated that at certain 
heights and under certain circum- 


stances the Focke-Wulf has the 
bulge on the Spitfire. 
GOOD IN TIGHT TURN 

Pilots and aeronautical experts 


also have said that the 190 is better 
in a tighter turn at great heights, 


where most air battles are fought 
these days which probably indicates 
that the German motor may have a 
shade on the British counterpart 


Off-setting this technical criti- 
cism, however, is the cold fact 
that about 10 days ago a flight of 
Spitfires challenged an equal 
flight of Focke-Wulfs and shot 
down nine of them while losing 
only three of their own planes. 
The Spitfire, it is reported, can 

make better than 400 miles an houi 
while the Focke-Wulf's best speed 


at 18,000 feet is believed to be about | 
| 370 miles. In manoeuvring the Spit- 


fire has the edge, and pilots prefer 
its armament and power plant ar 
rangerfient to that of the Nazi plane 


Just what the Focke-Wulf is like | 


was learned this week by British 
R.A.F, officials and research tech- 
nicians when one of the German 
fighters was forced down in Brit- 
ain in good condition. 

Just as the British pilots had re- 
ported, its power plant was found 
very compactly arranged. The 
pilots had contended that a well- 
placed shot in the Focke-Wulf's 
power plant produced serious de- 
fects because of the concentrated 
grouping of important mechanisms 
and they always trained their guns 
on this portion of the ship, holding 
it the most vulnerable. 

An outstanding feature is its ra- 
dial air-cooled engine, and airmen 
said the only air-cooled plane to 
match it is the Republic's Thunder- 
bolt, which the United States army 
calls the P-47,

Free Treatment For Cancer

There surely is no one in Alberta who 
will not approve the decision of the Pro- 
vincial Government to pay the cost of 
surgical treatment of persons afflicted 
with cancer, Clinics are already operated 
free of charge where suspected cases may 
be examined and X-ray and radium treat- 
ments given. 

Under the new arrangement no suf- 
ferer from this terrible disease need go 
without treatment of any type because of 
the cost; as no one who fears he may be 
afflicted is debarred or hindered by the 
thought of expense from finding out 
whether or not he is really a victim. 

The time is coming, and coming soon, 
when through sickness insurance every 
person wil! have free medical and hospital 
service within reach, whatever the 
malady from which he suffers. It is good 
to know that Alberta is in the van in this 
movement for universal security against 
ill-health. There is no other line of en- 
deavor in which action would reflect more 
credit upon the province; and there is no 
better place in which to push the human- 
itarian cause forward than in the fight 
against cancer. 


The Shortage Is National 


A sub-committee of the House of Com- 
mons has made a report on the inadequate 
supply of living quarters the country over. 
The report is detailed, and indicates that a 
careful study was made of the situation, 
with regard to housing shortages in areas 
where the demand is abnormal because of 
war conditions, and in areaS where new 
construction is needed to meet the reason- 
able prospects of post-war needs. 

The committee recommends, among 
other things, that a loan scheme be worked 
out to facilitate the division of one-family 
houses into apartment buildings; that a 
survey be made to show the number of 
urban homes which can be built without 
endangering a post-war surplus; that sol- 
diers’ families, civil servants and war work- 
ers should be provided with low cost hous- 
ing accommodation “which they urgently 
require”. 

Another recommendation, capable of 
immediate action and quick results, is that 
a nation-wide campaign be started to make 
unused accommodation available to home- 
less families; local committees being form- 
ed in each centre to support the ‘‘doubling- 
up” movement. 

The latter is a particularly timely pro- 
posal because scarcity of building ma- 
térials of some kinds is a hindrance to new 
construction at present, while the labor 
supply is becoming progressively restrict- 
ed. The idea is to fill up all the existing 
accommodation, and thus reduce the pres- 
sure for new building. 

The general condition, already well 
known but thus officially confirmed, is that 
in most of the larger centres there are 
fewer houses than will be required when 
the war ends and people redistribute 
themselves on a peacetime basis. To meet 
this permanent shortage active building 
operations alone can suffice, and these 
operations can only be carried on under 
the Government-supported housing plan 
by which interest rates on loans can be 
kept down. 


Out In The Open 


If British authorities in India have 
only now come to suspect Gandhi of intent 
to back-stab the Allies and treat with the 
Japanese they must be a singularly un- 
worldly-minded lot, 

Now that they have the proof, and 
have published it, the Mahatma and his 
Congress party leaders are in the open. 
And being in the open, they take the bold 
course of saying they will stage a genera] 
strike in war plants unless London grants 
them immediately the rulership of all 
India. 

It is likely enough they intend to make 
good the threat. That the stoppage of 
munitions output would be a serious mat- 
ter for the Allies is not disguised, nor dis- 
counted, That it would be fatal to the 
Congress’ hopes to acquire political mas- 
tery over the Mohammedan and Sikh 
minorities is equally certain. 

But a general strike of the Hindu 
munitions workers could not possibly be a 
worse blow to the Allies than to have an 
“independent” India ruled by the Con- 
gress party taken bodily into the Axis 
camp. That appears to be the alternative, 
Since it is now known that the first 
Gandhi purpose is to negotiate with the 
Japanese if he were given authority to 
speak for India. 

It is‘ not necessary to suspect Gandhi 
of being a hired servant of the Japanese 
under-cover agents. They didn’t need to 
hire him, and money would be no attrac- 
tion to him. The emaciated old man has 
dreamed over his spinning wheel so long 
that realities mean nothing to him, He 
probably imagines that there could 

actually be such a thing as a free India 
in an Axis-bossed world. The massacre 
and slavery to whicn nations in Europe 
have been subjected may imply nothing to 
his senile mentality.

It is an 
internationalized battleground, where the 
Allies must base their’ resistance to the 
Japanese, whether Gandhi likes it or not. 

It is not therefore to Britain only that 
Gandhi and his dupes have thrown down 
the gauntlet. They are threatening to 
sabotage the Allied war effort, in an area 
where the Allied powers cannot allow that 
to be done. The challenge was directed to 
London, but it is with the United Nations 
the saboteurs really will have to deal.

There will never be a “Yes 
Press” in England, To us freedom 
of the press is as important as an 
independent judiciary or as parlia- 
mentary government. It was, there- 
fore, no easy task to set up the 


; censorship required by the grim 


realities of total warfare. 

We began badly. Unlike the 
Axis powers, we had no ready- 
made upply of trained censors 
Amateur censors are apt to be pe- 
dantic and officious. And, what is 


worse, they often fail to realise 
the truth knocked into cub re- 
porters that time is the essence 
of news. ‘ 

It was necessary for our news- 
papers to knock this fact into 


some of the censors. They did not 
temper the wind to the lambs of 
the censorship. And their rough 
criticism helped to produce a 
gradual improvement in censorship 
arrangements, 

Happenings in pre-Vichy France 
contributed to that improvement 
The savage censorship imposed on 
the French press played no small 
part in the fall of France, 


Blindfolded 


A blindfolded democracy 1s 
more likely to fall than to fight 
France had every reason to ap- 
plaud Bismarck’s saying: “Nothing 
is proved finally true until it is 
officially denied.” The follies of 
the French censors taught us a| 
healthy lesson. 

Let me now explain how our 
censorship works; how in practice 
we reconcile the conflicting de- 
mands of freedom and of security. 

As has so often happened in 
British history, the problem has 


stops and cuts. It cannot be prose- 
cuted just for the fact of disobey- 
ing his instructions, But it can be 
prosecuted for a breach of the 
defence regulations which have 
been drawn up to prevent informa- 
tion of value reaching the enemy.

The censor gives 
his ruling, but no newspaper is 
legally compelled to accept his

paper. If the government thinks he 
has infringed the defence regula- 
tions, they have to prove their 
case in a court of law. And the 
law is jealous of its impartial 
justice — especially when the ad- 
ministration is concerned. 
Censorship is not a simple art. 
Any fact can be news, and any 
fact about a country at war might 
be of some value to the enemy.

Dangerous 

Before war began, representa- 
tives of the press and of various 
government departments met and 


drew up a list of subjects which 
it would be dangerous to write 
about without first getting the 
censor’s advice. 

This list is known as the “De- 
fence Notices” and it is revised 
from time to time. Newspapers 
which submit articles on these 
subjects to the censorship and 


abide by the censor's ruling are | 
under the | 


safe from prosecution 
defence regulations. The censor 
takes the rap if anything goes 
wrong. 

Events move so fast in war-time 
that defence notices cannot cover 
everything. They are, 
supplemented by confidential let- 
ters to editors which are sent out 


whenever fresh matters arise, From | 
the defence notices and the confi- 


dential letters an editor knows 
what kind of story should be sub 
mitted. 


If the story concerns one of the 
fighting services, for examples, and 
it raises some point that is not 
covered by agreed general rules 
it is passed on by the censor to 
one of the service advisors at- 
tached to the censorship. He 
brings his blue pencil into action, 
makes any cuts that he thinks nec- 
essary, and hands the story back 
to the censor. 

The censor must satisfy himself 
before he returns it to the news- 
paper's representative at the min- 
istry of information that no more 
is being asked by the cuts than 
security requires. In the vast ma- 
jority of cases the story

is no censorship of opinion. The 
truth or accuracy of any statement 
is none of his business, though if 
a newspaper asks for his views he 
is ready to give them. 

I want to emphasize this point 
because we receive many letters 
| from well-meaning people who are 
| dumbfounded when they read ar- 
| ticles which severely criticize the 
|government. They ask why we 
allow Dr. Goebbels to be provided 
with such ammunition. 

We do so because this is a free 
country. Democracy thrives on 
criticism. 

So far I have been dealing with 
censorship of the home press. Cen- 
sorship is compulsory for outgoing 
mails, cables and telephone calls, 
and for all broadcasting. The 
reason is obvious; such messages 
can so much more easily be inter- 
cepted and fetch up in Berlin as 
wel las in New York. Information 
of value to the enemy is, therefore, 
stopped. 

Of course, sometimes a corre- 
spondent thinks that we are being 
tyrannical and that we have no right 
to censor something that he wants 
|to say, Sometimes we marvel at 
our own moderation in letting by 
things that are awkward and incon- 
venient, though not by our rules 
| actually censorable. 


Nine Sections 
The British press censorship is 
divided into nine sections, all of 
| which are kept up to date on day- 
rulings by a co-ordination 


to-day 
unit. 

There is the home news section, 
which is centred in London at the 
ministry of information. It keeps a 
twenty-four hour working day. Off- 
shoots of it are stationed in seven 
provincial cities for the convenience 
of provincial newspapers. These are 
|at Belfast, Glasgow, Manchester, 
Leeds, Birmingham, Bristol, and 
Cardiff. They close down at 1 a.m, 

Then there are sections for films, 
photographs, books and periodicals, 
technical and scientific journals, 
Another censors the broadcasts 
given out on all the transmission of 
the BBC. A postal section covers all 
press material that is sent abroad 
| by post. Most of it is handed in at 
|the minstry, examined, and posted 
direct from there. 

That is how the censorship works, 
and, after two and a half years of 
trial and error, it now works with 
surprisingly little friction. It has 
got past the stage of the famous 
Herefordshire bull. In the early 
days of air raids a message came in 
that enemy aircraft had made land- 
fall over the west of England, 
dropping two bombs on a field and 
killing a Herefordshire bull. The 
censor is said to have cut out the 
words “Herefordshire bull” and for 
| alleged security's sake substituted
